'I'o enact law*s for tln.‘ goveriiinenit of the ])eople, and to pro 
tect and ynard ihc interest of the State, are dnlios rarely exempt fron 
ros[)()nsil)iiities and (nnbarrassment. rmfl udjich arc not nn{rcf|iieiitly en 
liaaeed by' previous biyislatitui. fonn'ied on theories which Imve titterly 
failed in practice, ddie deranyed .stale of onr finances, caused mainly 
hy^ an injudicious svslcia oi baakiny upon borroweil capital, and the 
conse(]n(‘nt load cjf pn'ilic (b*bt incuru d bytiic State, lias hcrelofort 
]n*odnced, as was n.atnraily^ to lx; expected, a deep and ev^en painful 
apjirchensioii in tlie public mind, 'fiic.t many i»f these appreliensioiis 
have, to soiuo consiueralilc extent, lieeii justly quieted hy the judicious 
and salutary' Uvcaioii of the two l-cst Leiiislattires, I aqi gratified to be¬ 
lieve.

(Minioi he observed, in making a disposition of that 
fund, so as to preserve iiiv ioljie iho principal. The interest or profits 
.'iiising iherelrom, are all ll)e present generation liave a right to enjo}^ 
'I'lie amount o! that <!eht, now (ui deposite is certainly a- debt pgainst the 
Stale, as much so as any other S'ate liability. To pay the whole amount 
of that iond now held bv the Hanks, to the commissioners of the several 
township-J, I am SitiNhed, would he extremely hazardous,.and would 
greatly j<‘0[):ndize its silety. 'I'hat the funds coinmitied to the custody 
and control of the eomnns^jofiers, wouhl, in irifmy instances, he safely 
k^•J)t, and jiidicioiisly managed, I have bsil littje doobt.. Hut that a total 
loss would he the iiieviiahle result, willi no inconsiderable amount of the 
fund lh(JS di>|)()S(‘d ef, I am ecjually well assured. Another obstacle, in 
disposing o! liiLi' I'lfid ifi this lorm, i^ the want of means on the part ol 
llie Sia It* I') (1 (scharge tke liahiliiv. she has ilius incurred, roiisislenllv 
will) her e(ju illy sacred oblig.iiiousi to pay the interest annualjy accruing, 
on her State huuds. 'bhe redeemed depreciated Bank hills, cannot he re¬ 
garded as nieaiisio pay the amount due. oti the sixteenth section sch(»ol 
luiiddi'bl. 'I'e icturn again to circulation, the large amoual due on that 
debt, in tlie in I Is uC (he H, m 1:^, wii ch every one has been so ardeuil}' de¬ 
sirous to see disappear entirely tioin circulation, wouUl be an experiment 
upon tlie meaiisamJ jiaiit'uce ofihe comiuunity, that lam sure woubl ic- 
ceive hut little favor at their baud';. I therefore renew the recommenda¬ 
tion which I, liad the Imnur to make to the last L'^gislatu*e, lhal a rer’ili- 
cate of Slate .slock he issueil to (Mch low^^h,ip, for the amount due on de- 
posilc, at a rea.sonahle iiitcresl lor such a period as your wisdom may 
ibink l)e.si, renewable at the pleasure of the Slate, and that the interest 
annually accruing on ihe amount of slock to each township, be appropri¬ 
ated to ihc purjroses of education therein. I recommend also, that the 
amount expended ofihe sixteenth section school fund in eacli township, 
be annually reported to some deparlinenl of the State government, so as 
to enable the Crcneral As'Cmb!y more fully to learn the atnounf as well 
the manner ol the application ofthut fund. 

In pursuance of ceriaiii joint resolutions of the General Assembly, 
approved, fourleenth of February, one thousand eight hundred and forty- 
ibrce,—declaring illegal all allowances and appropriations made by the 
Branch of the Siate ihink at Mobile, during lhe session of the Legis- 
1 iiuie, at which they were adopted, I ordered suits IQ be instituted for the 
recovery of the money as directed in Ihe resolutions. Some of the suitj^ 
thus ordered, were tried at the la»l Spring Term of the Circuit Court of 
Mobile county, and judgmei^t retulered in favor of the defendants. The 
high source from which I had’ been instrNCted to direct those »uil>, 
and the amounts, as well as the principles involved in their determination, 
triade !t my duly, as I conceived, to have the que.^tioni decided in the 
Circuit Court reviewed and finally determined in the higher iadiciai 
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tribunal of the St>»te. I accordingly iiHlrwcled the Allomcyt who \rere 
( harirpd with their nianagemenl in the Circnif Court, to rvmuve Uie Ciioaca 
ifi the usual form to the S ipreine C'Oirt ; «nd at ♦ho term of that 
('ourt the 5 * were fully argued, the jtuliitnefil of llie Coiiit behnv reversed, 
.'Hid (he r ight of the Hank to recover a large portion of the allowances and 
appropriations, declared illegal by the resolutions, fully established. P. 
Phillip®, Ksq., aided the Bank Attorney, in the management of the suits 
id the Circuit Court, and had the entire control of them in the Sofrreme 
Court. He has rendered important services in those suits in botir Conris, 
lor wbicli I recommend the G-eneral Afsemhiy, to allow him a just com¬ 


pensation. 

The <;ompensaiion alhm’ed the President anil Directors of the Hranch 
Hankat Mobile, I regard as decidedly ton lou- for the duties they havi^to per* 
form. When we consider the expense of living in that city, the d ulv 1 q* 
1)or that they have necessarially to perform, in attending to the busim ss of 
the insiitulion; the large amount of unsidl led, confusi il and deranged busi¬ 
ness of the Bank, and ifie great necosity of obiaining the service'* hf genilr- 
men ofaiknowlodged busines-Jqnaiiticaiions: I think it will fie hui oliSt rv- 
ing true economy in fixing the salaries sulIiLMently high to comiHaml the 
services of sgch mdi vidu.ils as niay be In every 'vav ipialifieil fnr the dis* 
charge of (hose duties. The salary i.f llie f'.ishier of ih.iiHink, lihinlc 
also too low. I therefore recommend, lii.u the saluies if the Preslderi', 
Directors and ("ashier, he inci eased to such ^mn as your vvi.'*<luin may 
think reasonable and just. 

Our btate Pri.son isentiiled to, and I am snisfie-l, will s^h.ire a portion 
of y our at ten I ion. The system has but vorv' recentlv' homi adopiful b\r 
live State, and there likely^ uill he no period ol its luiure exisl< nce, when 
it will ri quire more of the fostering care cd* the (Jem-r.il A^s-onhlv than 


On the fourieenih of O'Uoher l.i‘»t, tfu* row of 
wooden work-shops on the souili side of ilip pns.m, conneried ivi.h the 
tan-yard, was ilesiroyed by fire, hMOf^enors made an investig ii iof), 
with a view to learn the sonree from uhirt) the fire'pruei-e led, hut have 
been nuable to ascertain the enusp. So Or as f have been abfe to le.arr, 
the oflicers .are all exen.pi from any charge of ficgllgenre. The proba* 
)!e loss to the Institution will he made known to > oti by the Bn.rd of 
Inspectors in their annu.'il report. 1 ihmk that there should be 
more c.locks in the manner of keeping accounts, in the pnrehase of arti- 
c es, am. the sale of those manufactured, as well as inthe receipt and ihs- 
hursementsof money, than would now seem to be required by laxv, or 
are practised at the. lusiiiution ; and I recommend the ^vassage of an act,

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well as support to Ihe convicts. The condition in which the Penitcrt* 
tiary was thus brought to my notice, caused me no little embarrassment 
as to the course best to be pursued. I could see no course presenting 
fewer difficulties, than to purchase on a credit such materials as might be 
essential to give employmerit to the rof)victs, as well as foo<l, clothing, 
&c., lor their support. In the mean time, I deemed it prudent to ad¬ 
vance as n)uch as could be spared out of the roniingent fund. I accor- 
dmgly over to the Warden one thousand dollars out of that fund, 
and instructed him to purchase the necessary raw materials, and other 
necessary articles which rni^ht be required at the prison, on a credit,* 
under the control and sanction of the Inspectors. In this nianncr the 
prison has been sup[)orted for the [)rese:»l year. I am satisfied that such 
noriion of the accounts of tire current year, as may he avouched by the 
Warden and Inspectors, will be found to he just, and the General As- 
senibly will, I trust, provide for their payment. 

I do not believe that ns the law now exists, the Warden or the Inspec¬ 
tors, or both togctlior. have the right to create ddits against the Peniten¬ 
tiary. Debts thus created, although not so irr form, can he regarded in 
no other liglit than as due from the State, 'i'lic right thus lo hind llie 
State, would be an alarmifig power to delegate lo any one individual, or 
set ol men, no matter how exalted or how pure. I understand, however, 
the practice has been lieretolore, to eonlracl debts agrdnsi the Peniten¬ 
tiary for articles purchased; and I recommend, that in future, it be ex¬ 
pressly prohibited by law. 'I’he custom has and to some consid¬ 

erable extent is now, to sell articles which have been manufacluren at 
iihe prison on a credit. I consider llie whole s\s!em of credits in a State 
Prison decidedly wrong, in wimlever form it inav l^e |>racliced. 'I'he 
jcasli .syj-tefn, at jirices siithoicntly low lo ii^stire rcadv vsdes of all arti¬ 
cles maDufactured, I regard as the true system in an instiluiion iike 
burs, and 1 recommend its jnhrption. 

I During the present year 1 have occasiorrally visited ifte PeniJentiar\-, 
(and on the twenty-eighth ot Dctohei', imade* the* annuai \isii itqtrireu hv 
^aw. 'riie convicts, Witii b'Jl \(‘i y lew exciqriions, seem to have enjo^’e^l 
|good health; and the interior ( f the prison, except the scene of the re- 
icent burning, presented the a[)peaiaftce <.1 iieiines*’ and order. I am 
Is'atisliecI, however, that imporiasl modificalirms must bo made in the 
Jaws and rules by which the [ii ison is now governed; re»|uiring a more 
implicit obedience on the part of tiie convicts, as well as a more rigid 
discipline in the governmeiu of the iosiiluiion, before it will fully real¬ 
ize the just expectations of the pe()j)le of the Stale. 

Estimates ot the probable amount which will be required for the 8up- 
pprl o( the Penitentiary for the ensuing year, will be found in the report 

the inspector.**, which will shortly^ be laid before your honorable 
bodies. 

The organization of our Chancery Courts is considered defective in 
many pf its provisions, and as the system now exists, is not .satisfactory 
lo either the suitors, the bar, or the people generally.

Since you liist assembled, I have received from the Secretary of.tb

1 must again hrirtg to the notice of the General Assembly., the im 
mense n.umber of sjrecial act'^ of the J^egislaturt', as epmpared with ihos 
of a more general character.

Banks, 1 am not informed, bull piesume a .-onsiderable poMion. A 

very large number, if not all of the debls thus lo be extended, we.e 
conu-acieil in eighteen hundred and ihirly-seven. and many even before 
that period, and had run to inatui iiy at the adoption of the act ol eighteen 
hundred and forty, or were to fall due shortly lliereafier. Owing no 
doubt to the then almost unproce.lented embarras.^ment that pervaded the 
whole country ; and in \ iew ol the leductlon, in price, ol nol only our 
^reat staple commodity, but of every species ol labor, ihe act of et^hleen 
hundred and forty authorizing llie extension ot the debts due the Hanks, 
was generally appioved by ilie people. The time thus allowed for llie 
payment of the debt so lar'as 1 recollect, was all that was desired, even by 
the debtors themselves. The wlioie history ol liank credits rarel\ pre¬ 
sents an in.8tanre where more favor and indulgence have ever been givc*n 
than that heretofore extended, to tlie dehifirs of our Stale liattks. 

If the allaifs of the Siaie, and the coiolition ol tlic Hanks, would in 
the least tolerate it, no one would be more willing than myself lo see 
adopted, any s 3 Stem ol (orther inriulgence towards the debtors in the col¬ 
lection of the debt. I'lie heavy Io»es which have tielallen the Hanks, 
caused in part by the system of extension heretofore, and their conse¬ 
quent (Je.ranged condition, have wi*<elv, as I ronreive, induced the State 
to abandon her whole sv^um of banking. In changing Iter policy with 
those institution'', she has, as a matter of necessity', been compelled to 
resort to heavy exactions, in the lorm of taxes on the peofile, to make 
up losses which are known to have befallen the Hmks. When, iheie- 
fore, the emiie jiortion of her citiz'Mis, who never have enjoyed any fa¬ 
vor Ol benefit from the Hanks, yiehi tlieir means to maintain the faith 
and credit of Itie Stale, Itie ajipeal comes with more force lo those wh<> 
have enjoyed so much more of their favor. Larger curfailmenls than 
have been heretofore exacted Iroin those indebted lo ihe Hanks, are re¬ 


quired not only by" ihe necessities of Ihe Slate, but as a means of giving 
value lo, and redeeming the outstanding ciictilalion. Heavier curtail¬ 
ments are also rt quired to enable the Stale lo avail herself of her means, 
and at the earliest day practicable to apply them as far as they will go, in 
extinguishiiig her Stale debt, and thereby lessening taxation on the peo¬ 
ple. It is not my design to urge upon Ihe General Assembly* to lequire 
the entire Hank debt to be paid forthwith, or during the ensuing year. 
^V ith all the pressing demands the Stale has for her meana^ 1 am satished 
that such a policy would net be pioper. 1, how'ever, recommend to the 
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pgi'^lature to fix a (lefif)jte period when the debt is to be paid, and to 
qLiir(? a modi iargc*r coriailment annually, than has heretofore been 
lacitd. Ihoh ih(‘ inteiesi of the State and the yearly expenses inci- 
jnt to the lj(|iii(!aii()n ol the Batiks, 1 am deliberately convinced impe- 
oU>ly reqnife it. 

Ttie liquidation and fmnl settlement of our whole Banking system,

The Coiuptroilor informs me that lie has not yet received full returns of 
he assessment of taxes from all the counties, and consequently I caii- 
ot inform you of the amount of taxes which will be collected the pre- 
ent year, d iie amount, I am satisfied however, will fall far short of 
aying the inieresl which will be due upon our public debt. I there- 
?re recommend tiiat permanent provision be made by your honorable 
odies, lo raise annually by taxation, a sufficient amount to pay iheeii- 
re interest on our State debt. 

I have been informed by the Secretary of the Treasury of the 
toed States, that the Federal Government has two thousand and 



twenty-two dollars and eigiity-ona ccntSj of the bills of the State IBs 
and Branches, on deposite in the Mobile Bank, which he proposes tj 
State shall receive in payment for that amount of the two per cec 
fund. The bills not having been received by that governiiieni in pa 
nient of tlie Public Lands, this department has no anihorify to receii 
tlieni in the way proposed. The Stale however, having agreed to fi 
ceive in payment of the two per cent, fund all the bills of the Stat 
Ikink and Branches, which should be paid into the Treasury of ifj 
Uniied States by her citizens in the purchase of Public Lands, I 
see no objection to receiving the bills now on deposite in the Mofeij 
Bank, as proposed by the Secretary of the 'Treasury. 1 have thu 
brought the subject to your notice for such action as your wisdomma 
deem proper. A copy of tiie letter of the Secretary of ilie 'Treasur 
on the subject, is lierewith submitted. 


In my former annual cominiinications to the General Assetiibli 
while 1 liavefelt myself specially charged by the ('onsfitution, to pri 
sent niy views fully and frankly on ail ([iieslions of State pulicv, an 
ilia spirit of great freedom, but with the utnK).sl respect, loaccoiupac 
those views with suggestions as to the legislation rnTes>ary to advaiK 
the public interests of anr coiiiinou constiinents; I have at all limt 
considered myself not only at liberty, hut reijnireti as a ianliful andt 
gibnit agent of the sovereignty of the State, to prestni: to the considi 
ration of the representatives, my ap[)roval or condcjr>naiu>n of siK 
measuresgif the Federal Government, as from tlieir magnitude ib 
lieve greatly to atlect the interest or rights of the peojde (d* Aiabani 
To do otherwise would be. not only to hetrav a,.eulj)ahle indilferen: 
to swell measures, luit in most cases of strongly’ contested Federal p 
licy to resign to Federal agents, powers never intended to Uc deli 
gated to them, and which by the ex[)ress language of the FedcralCo 
stitution are reserved to the Slates respectivdv, or to the people.- 
Surely no duty can be more imperative on ilie agents of Sfu'e audi 
maintain unimpaired those undelegated powers wiiii 
they haveexpressly reserved to themstdves. In fact such powers co

While these questions arc still unsettled by llic General Covern- 
nient> and opposite views of their constitutionality are entertained by 
the parlies to the Federal compact, a question if possible of aiill 
greater magnitude tlian all of them as to ilie pro|>riety of annexing 
Tevas to tlic Union, has been presented to the consideration of the 
American people. In estimating the magnitudG of this question, I 
might take no ncUc [lere of its importance in a pecuniary point of 
view; 1 might say nothing of the market which will be created for 
Northern and Western products; nothing of the rich carrying trade 
which will 1)0 opened to our commercial marine; nothing even of the 
strong bonds of sympathy which by countless lies of association, of 
language, ot’ origin, of r(‘ligion, and of blood, unite the people of 
d'exas to the peofilc of this country. Its great importance to the 
Southcni slave holding States, is, that by adding numbers and territo¬ 
ry to the weaker section of the Union, it adds security to inslilntions 
already assailed, which nothing but numbers and territory can give. 

Annexation, Iiowever, whilst it gives peace and security to the South, 
gives also greatly increased cmployn'ierit to our vast shipping interest, 
and opens forever a more unrestricted and extended market for the 
products of the Idast, North and West, therc[»y benefiting in a pecu¬ 
niary point of View, those portions of the Union equally if not more 
than (he .v-^uth. 

In thus frankly avowing the grounds on which \ place my estimate 
ot this r|ueslifin, I h.'cl that 1 take no position of wfiich other sections 
<n the I'nion can justly complain, and certainly nonegrowing out ot a 
>l)irit of j(*ah>nsly or ih-will to the most extended prosperity ot every 
portion ot’ onr eoinnion e.ouiitry. In fact. I cherish no theory of the 
F'jfienii (>oustituiioii which will ])ennit tlie Federal government to 
make war on the instituiions of the several Slates; and I look upon 
ilie ac(|uisiiio'it of Fexas as the more important, under a beliel that the 
instinct of sei{’-[>reservaiiou will incline her to seek her own safety, 
not in assailing others, hiit in iiiaking common cause against such as¬ 
saults. 

A scarcely less vStrikiiig view of the importance of annexation, arises 
horn the consideration tliat Texas eamiot, nor will not much longer, 
remain in her present position, hut that she will be compelled to seek 
her safety in an alliance with some stronger power. H her proposi¬ 
tion to be admitted into the Union be tinally rejected,- what foresight 
does it require to see at once that she will at no distant period become 
ill some form closely allied to Kngiand, and in that form in which 
Knglish wealth and commerce can so indi-putahly impose on her pre¬ 
sent weak and necessitous condition. Would England be satisfied with 
d'exas? Her whole history loaches us that she would not, but that 
she would push her territorial acquisitions until she had supplanted the 
teeble government of Mexico, and made hersell the unquestioned pro¬ 
prietor on the West as far as the Pacific, and on the South, to the isth- 
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runs of Darien. Again, I might ntxy nothing of the conteqnencet in t 
commercial point of view, for as jmporfant as they are, they sink into 
nothing as compared with the higher questions of her mastering a con¬ 
tinent, hy the subjugation successively, of one free State after another, 
until the whole should be subject to her will. 'J'hat such will be the 
policy of Great Britain if she is permitted to grasp the rich boon which 
we have refused, I cnterlain the most thorough (onviciioti, and whe¬ 
ther or not she is ultimately to succeed, isa question, I am well satis¬ 
fied, tb.at will have to be settled by the American people. 1 have 
de *i)icd it a public duty thus to bring the subject to your notice, for the 
delib.irate expression of such an opmioii as to tiio propriety of an¬ 
nexation, as the wisdom of your honorable bodies may ihitik 
prop to.

Tire expenses of the Slate government cannot be less than one hun¬ 
dred and twenty thousand dollars—which added to the interest account 
will make six hundred ami seventy-three thousand nine hundred and 
seven dollars and eighty cent.**'—to be paid annuall}^ without reducing the 
amount of the liabilities of tire Slate. 

To meet this demand the Slate niusi rely upon the revenue, and col¬ 
lections from Bank debtors. During the last year as sppears by the re¬ 
port of the Commissioners, the sun? of one million seven hundred and 
lorty-nine thousand nine hundred and thirty-five dollars and fifty-five 
cents of the Bank debt was collected, as follows:

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It is the opinion of your Committee, that one third of the debts due 
the several Ilanks shall be required to be paid on or before the first day 
of June, eighteen hundred and forty-five, and the balance with interest 
in one and two years thereafier. It ts believed that a larger proportion 
of the debts cannot be collected, while the present price of ouf 
staple is so low, wilh.out producing wiile-sprcad ruin in the coun* 
try—a calamity unnecessary, if our fiscal concerns are wisely 
managed. 

The payment of one-ihird, requircti in the year rigljtecn hundred 
and forty-five, will in all pfobai)iliiy absorb near two millions of dollars 
of the circulatio?! of the Bank<, which will be furllicr i>;creased by the 
revenue collected—so that it can scarcely be doubted, tfnit the whole cir* 
culation (or nearly so) will be absorbed by the first of June, eighieefl 
hundred and forty-six. After which time all collections will be io 
specie or its equivalent. 

The charter of the Bank (?f the Slate of Alabama, will expire by iti 
own limitation, on the first day of January, eighteen hundred and forty, 
five. The subject of the extension! of its corporate existence, for a liir. 
ited lime, has caused y’onr committee no little embarrassment, being unan¬ 
imously opposed to the whole banking system—having witnessed its 
disastrous results, and desirous to rid the country at as early a period as 
practicable of its last vestige—yet the reluctant opinion was forced upon 
litem, that the continuance ol the charter is absolutely necessary; bol 
with such limitations and restrictions as will secure many of its bene¬ 
fits, with as few of its evils as possible. 

Your Committee cannot believe that it is necessary to cut ofl ail the 
advantages, which may be thus derived, merely to ajtpease the indigna¬ 
tion vvhieii its mismanagement has caused. 

If the charter must now expire, your Committee are unable to desig¬ 
nate any plan, by which the fiscal affairs of the State can be brought to 
a favorable issi’je. 


^ In the adjustment of tlie outstanding debts, many of them as yel ha?- 
ing several years to run before maturity; and in providing means to meet 
the onerous liabilities o( the State, the Stale Bank will be a roost effi¬ 
cient and convenient auxiliary, and not, necessarily, more expensive 
than any other agency that might be established.

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Your Committee are forced to the cooelusion, that iHilil a iaM 
lion of the circulation of the several Banks is absorbed, the ll 
credit of the State cannot safely rely upon the assets of the Baoki. 
is true, that the means to pay the interest upon our Stale Bonds, for t| 
year eighteen hundred and forty-fire, and the January paymcot ij 
eighteen hundred and forty-six, have already been provided; yet a Jtn 
portion of the interest failing due in eighteen hundred and forly-sj.

ihl who was then Brigadier General of 

the second Brigade ol Alabama Militia, received orders of Major Gen- 
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eral Benjamin Patterson, then commanding the first division of Ala¬ 
bama militia, which orders were issued in pursuance of orders from 
Clement C. Clay, then Governor of said State, requiring him to furnish 
from his Brigade two companies of mounted Infantry Volunteers, if 
such should tender tlieir services, and if not, then to make ont the ne¬ 
cessary number by draft. Such companies to consist each of one cap¬ 
tain, one lieutenant, one ensign, four sergeants, four corporals and one 
bugler, and sixty four privates; and have them rendezvous at Mont¬ 
gomery, to act against tlie Crock Indians, then engaged in hostilities 
against onr citizens. 

In pursuance to tlieir order (he petitioner procured the requisite num¬ 
ber of volimtocrs, many of wliom were however without horses. Be¬ 
lieving however, ihiit his orders requiring mounted men, (and knowing 
that horses could not bo drafted) not only authorized but made it the 
duty of said petitioner, to provide horses for the soldiers; and believing 
that the urgency of the case required it, lie immediately purchased 


twenty-avo horses and the equi[)agc, for which he paid, or agreed to 
j)ay til * sum ot’two tluiusand one hundred and fifty dollars and seventy 
five cents 'flie petitioner also states, that he requested the comman¬ 
ders of companies to taivc charge of the horses and otlier public pro¬ 
perly. 'Fiiat lie aiso forwarded to head quarters, to His Excellency 
(iovcriior (day and to Major General Patterson a full and complete 


list of said horses and eqii'pagc*, together with the names of the per¬ 
sons having the same. I'luit not withstanding all this, no care had 
been taJctm of said [>rope'ty. ami that many ot the soldiera (without 
the kno wl.?dg;‘. orconsmu of the petitioner) sold and converted to their 
own iHo. the hors es and equipage so held. The petitioner states how¬ 
ever, that he was cnaliled to find and retain several of the horses which 


he sold at public auction fiir six hundred and thirty-three dollars, which 
leaves a hahuice due petitioner of one thousand four hundred and se¬ 
venteen dollars and seventy five cents. The committee bchevitig that 
the orders givoti to petitioner by Major General Patterson, gave (im¬ 
pliedly) the power to provide horses and equipage, if tlie same could 
not be otfiorwise obtained; and that the petitioner has both a legal and 
equitable claim upon the Slate of Alabama tor indemnity, have in¬ 
structed me lo report the following bill and recommend its passage:

Slaughter, wc find the following opinion delivered by Chief Justice 
McLane: ‘‘ The power over slavery belongs to the Stales respectively. 
It is local in its character and its effects; and the transfer or sale ot 
slaves cannot be separated from this power. It is indeed an essential 
part ol it.’’ 

‘‘ Each State has a right to protect itself against the avarice and intru¬ 
sion of tlie slave dealer—to guard its citizens against the inconvenien¬ 
ces and dangers of a slave population.” 

The right to exercise this power, is higher and deeper than the 
constitution, 'fhe evil involves the prosperity, and may endanger the 
existence of a State. Its power to guard against, or to remedy tiie evil 
rests upon the principle of self preservation; a law vital to every com¬ 
munity, and especially to a sovereign State.” 

d’liese being then settled constitutional principles, your committee 
would represent tliat in accordance with them most if not ail of the 
Slave holdiitg States have enacted laws to regulate and control the in¬ 
troduction of Slaves within their territory and otlierwiso remedy the 
evils arising from this source. 

It is the opinion of your committee then, in the case under considera¬ 
tion, It resolves itse'f into one of expediency and iiocessiiy, to he deter¬ 
mined bv" the circumstances.

ticularly by non resident proj)riotors and traders is 
serious magnitude it would he uncandid to deny.

The inerease of slavt s and 
the cvuiceutratioii of slave labor in the rich lands of our Stale, from the 
South Atlantic States, must soon, if not arrested by h*g!.slative inter¬ 
ference, convert tiie lertile soil and sunny clime of th.at highly favored 
Jiortion of onr country into one vast unbroken nogio quaiun’. 

Almady are the very foundations of society distinhed by it. Num¬ 
bers of our valuable citizens of moderate estates have l>cen driven iroiii 


our !)orders l)y this cauS'-, and those who yet remain, who once enjoy¬ 
ed the benefits and blessiiigsof good society, must endure the j)rivalions 
und inconveniences brouglit about by this means, or else dispose of their 
lands at a sacrifice to those wealllily non resid(urts,ami seek a position free 
horn those evils, 'riius are they forced by causes whicli they cannot con- 
b’ol to leave the land where are the attachments of their early hie and 
die delightful recollections of their maturer years, i’esides this evil,, 
another tliongli not so serious in a social or moral poiiit of view, is still 
C>iie of deep interest to us in a financial sense. 

There is a large amount of our. staple produced annually on those' 
^arms, and sold in Mobile and New York and other places, the pro¬ 
ceeds of which are expended in other States to bui'd up and beautifjr 
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their cities, and to add to the?r comfort and wealtii, while the said own- 
ers are exempt from the performance of either civil or mjiitia duty 
our State, and from most of the hurthens itnposed on our own citizens 
Your committee think under this slate ot‘ thini^s the non resident en-* 
joys a monopoly of privilege contrary to the true spirit andgeriiusof 
our iusiitutious. Shall we, then, possessing as we do the conservative 
power, sit still and see this tide of ruin delude our land and not lend a 
hand to stay its })rogress ? Shall we fold our arms and moiirti over a 
ruin which we might obviate hy proper legislative interference ? Shall 
we sit quietly and see our State annually drained of lier weallli and her 
soil impoverished and exhausted, much ofher valuable population ban¬ 
ished from our borders, to seek a home in strange landv, among 
strangers? VVe trust not. llnmanity and sound policy alike loi!)idit 
We are tokl as a compensation tor these privations and inconvenien¬ 
ces wo are furnished wi li additional sources ot taxation, your commit¬ 
tee regard this as more specious than solid.

'I'hat although the pressure of the times would seem to indicate that 
the wer diem pay of the members of the General Assembly should be 
reduced, yet the circumstances which cannot but force themselves upon 
the consideration of your committee, greatly counterbalance the argu- 
inents in favor of the proposition. 'I'he members of the Legislature 
are compelled to leave their homes, tlieir families and their business, 
for from six to nine weeks, and deprived of the comforts and enjoy, 
merits of home, they are forced to submit to heavy expenses at the seat 
of a^overument —expenses which are as great now, if not greater than 
heretofore. The pittance oi four dollars per day, your committee are 
advised, does not im^et the actual necessary expenses of a large 
majority of the members of General Assembly. In addition to these 
arguments, your committee would call the attention of the House to 
tile provision of tlie constitution, which declares that all classes of the 
State shall be entitled to representation; the poorer classes are largely 
in the majority. 

If the per diem pay is reduced to an amount which is insufficient to 
defray the expenses necessarily attendant on a winter’s residence at the 
Capitol, many men, who ^^illing to serve the people faithfully and com- 
,}»eieut to serve them ably, will, from their pecuniary situation, be com- 
j^elled to deprive themselves of the honor, and their people tlio advan¬ 
tage which might arise from their services. Higher authority than this 
House lias declared, that “ the laborer is worthy of his hire;” and past 
experience teaclies us, that the hire is not adequate to the labor perfor¬ 
med. 

In view of these facts, the committee report, that in their opinion, it 
is iuexf^edient to legislate on the subject, and asked to be discharged 
from the further consideration of the same.
